Chile saltpetre, nitrate, or salitre 
as it is called, is when pure a glisten- 
ing white compound, salty and bit- 
ter to the taste, like some sea plants, 
end capable of absorbing a 
amount of moisture. Chemically the 
substance ig sodium nitrate (NaNo3.) 
Pure nitrate is found only in small 
quantities or “pockets.” Commonly 
it is mixed with earthy materials and 
various saline compounds, as common 
salt, Glauber’s salt, and borax. A small 
amount of iodine compounds also is 
Present in most cases. This impure 
raw material is known as caliche to 
the nitrate miner. ' 
The main nitrate fields lie in two 
provinces, Tarapaca and Antofagas- 
ta, between latitudes 19-degrees south 


Goubtiess will be found farther south 
in Atacama, and there are said to 
be small nitrate areas in Tacna, the 
most northerly province of Chile. The 
total area of these four provinces 
(106,000 square miles) is about equa! 
to that of Colorado, and its popula- 
tion (316,000) gives about two per 
equare mile. | 
The nitrate beds lie in a belt, com- 
monly less than ten miles wide, about 
500 miles long north and south, and 
fifteen to 100 of mofe miles back 
from the coast. This short distance 
from the coast is important in making 
shipment cheap. Between the coast 
mountains and the base of the tower- 
ing Andes lies lower land, Known as 
the pampa, which slopes westward 
from the Andes to the Coast ranges. 
The nitrate deposits lie along the 
western side of the pampa its low- 
est part, associated with what were 
once the bottoms of water-filled 
basins, either lakes or arms of the 
sea. Tines of flats, covered with 
datziing white ealt beds, or salares, 
extend over many square miles. The 
présence of nitrate is easily deter- 
mined. In a manner much like that 
of using filnt and steel on tinder, 
particles of any supposed caliche are 
brought in contact with a strip of 
burning cotton wicking, or mecha. If 
nitrate is present, the particles ig- 
nite sharply, and with no further test 
an expert can tell approximately the 
percentage of nitrate present. 
SOLUBILITY OF NITRATES. 


The nitrate is so readily soluble 
that the deposits could not exist even 
in a moderately rainy region, but 
there is little trouble on that score 
in Northern Chile. The high Andes 
on one side and the cold Humboldt or 
Peruvian current on the other make 
Chile north of the thirtieth parallel 
one of the driest regions in the world. 
Some places have’ passed more than 
a decade without a drop of rain. If 
absolute desert exists in the world, it 
lies in the nitrate pampa. 

In crossing this region one cannot 
help feeling the uttér helplessness of 
man in the face of such great ex- 

of waterless and lifeless wastes.

in the alr is not uncommon after 
severe electrical storms, and electricity 
even now is being used to extract 
nitrogen from the air. But the enor- 
mous amounts of nitrate in Chile and 
the geological conditions of its oc- 
currence fit in best with the idea of 
origin from guano, as stated above. 
Since the war, and especially in the 
last fifteen years, a number of things 
have led to great progress in the ni- 
trate industry. Foreign capital, Eng- 
lish, German, Belgian, French, Aus- 
trian, and some from this country, 
has been added to the large invest- 
ments made by Chileans. Thus more 
than £20,000,000 of English capital 
alone is tied up in this business. 
Methods of manufacture have been 
improved, and the scale of operations 
has been increased greatly. New 
railways have been built and old ones 
extended, until now there are about 
2000 miles of rallways, most of which 
have no other use than to serve the 
nitrate trade. But perhaps most im- 
portant of all has been the vigorous 
campaign to advertise the merits of 
nitrate as a fertilizer. 


NITRATE EXPORTS. 


The exports of nitrates fn 1830 are 
sald to have been about 8300 tons. 
At the time of the Peruvian War, 
fifty years later, the amount had in- 
creased to 226,000 tons yearly—or 
legs than the amount that two estab- 
lishments might turn out now. Since 
1880 the exports have reached enor- 
mous proportions. The million-ton 
mark was passed in 1890; almost a 
million and a half tons were shipped 
in 1900; and in 1911 the exports were 
but little short of two and a half mil- 
lion tons. To take care of this great- 
ly increased demand, plant after 
plant has been built, until now more 
than 100 are in operation, several of 
which can produce in a month more 
than the whole exportation amounted 
to in 1830. With all this enormous 
growth and prosperity, the process of 
production still is almost as simple 
a when the ind began. The first 
step is to make a hole about six to 
ten inches’ in diameter through Yhe 
layer of caliche. The bottom of the 
hole is enlarged so that a charge of 
powder may be put under the 
caliche. Most of the powder is made 
locally from nitrate, charcoal, or coal 
dust and sulphur, for here it is so dry 
that the nitrate cannot absorb enough 
water to make it unfit for powder. 
The explosion of the charge heaves up 
the caliche, commonly in blocks which 
must be broken into smaller pleces 
with a heavy hammer. This is the 
process of nitrate mining. No opera- 
tion could be simpler. 

LABOR IN THE NITRATE FIELDS. 

If the miner works by the day, he 
is known as a barretero, literally a 


“crowbar man.” If he is paid ac- 
cording to the amount of caliche 
mined, as the most energetic prefer to 
do, he ts a particular, or private work- 
er. The former earns‘about 6 7 
pesos per day, while the iatter, under 
favorable conditions, often makes 9% 
pesos to 12 pesos per day. A group 
of particulares working early and 
late, quickly dispels any idea that no 
people of that part of the world will 
work hard. 

Carts or trains of small dumping 
cars carry the caliche to the maquina, 
as the refining plant is called. Here 
it is first crushed into pieces no larg- 
er than a man’s fist. From the crush- 
ers it goes up inclined planes to the 
boiling tanks, or cachuchos, as they 
are ll known, though earthen pots 
have been replaced by great iron af- 
fairs thirty-two feet long, nine feet 
wide and eight feet deep, capable of 
holding seventy tons. The newest 
maquinas have twenty to thirty of 
these tanks. When the charge of 
caliche is in, water is added, steam 
is turned into a coil of pipes which 
runs around inside the tanks, and 
the boiling process begins to dissolve 
the soluble nitrates from the insoluble 
and worthless earthy substances. 
Thus the industry, which In one re- 
spect owes its existence to absence 
of water, must have water in order 
to operate, for nowhere are there 
large amounts of caliche ricn enough 
to ship without refining, and the proc- 
ess of leaching is the only economical 
method of refining. 

After the water in the cachuchos 
has boiled for several hours, it is 
passed to another tank, where it en- 
counters fresh caliche, and so on, un- 
til a saturated solution known as 
caldo, or broth, eventually is secured. 
When this point is reached, the water 
is run off to a series of tanks, known 
as chulladores, where the use of 
wheat flour, stable manure or other 
substances, causes the precipitation of 
the miscellaneous soluble impurities, 
except ordinary salt, which have been 
dissolved out with the nitrate. From 
this purification process the solution 
goes to the crystallizing tanks, or ba- 
teas, which are placed ten or twelve 
feet above the ground to permit free 
circulation of air and promote cool- 
ing and evaporation. Thus dryness 
which figures in the origin and pres- 
ervation of the caliche, also has an 
equally great value in the process of 
manufacture. As the solution cools 
and the water evaporates, the nitrate 
begins to crystallize on the surface, 
eo a “stirring boy,” or rayandero, is 
employed to break up the film and 


‘make it settle. Five or six days is 


necessary to complete the crystai)iz- 
ing process. A large plant may have 
800 or more bateas, capable of hold- 
ing more than 1,000,000 gallons of 
caldo, and yielding at each fui) 
charge as much as 2500 tons of ni- 
trate. 

When crystallization has gone as 
far as it will,.a valve in the bottom 
of the batea is opened and the liquid 
is drawn off, leaving behind a thick 
layer of glistening white crystals. This 
is the nitrate, or salitre, of pommerce, 
being 95. per cent. or more of pure 
nitrate of soda; the remainder is 
largely water and salt. The liquid 
which is drawn off, known as agua 
vieja, or mother liquor, still contains 
a large amount of nitrate in solution, 
and is used over and over again in 
the boiling tanks. In fact, no water 
is ever thrown away, the only loss 
being that which passes into steam 
from the boiling tanks and evaporates 
from the crystallizing pans. The fin- 
ished nitrate ‘s shoveled from the 
bateas into cars, and there, after dry. 
ing for several days, is bagged ready 
for shipment. Shipment in bulk is 
impracticable because the nitrate so 
readily absorbs water. Even when 
shipped in sacks it sometimes be. 
comes caked in the holds of ships and 
has to be taken out with picks.

time nitrate duties and of 
sales of nitrate lands have amounted 
to more than half, and in some years 
to not less than 85 per cent. of the 
total national income. These reve- 
nues alone represent more than 10 
Pesos per capita, or as much as the 
United States government spends 
from all sources of income, 
easy to see, therefore, why Chile often 
is charged with extravagance. 
large sums have been em ployed 
ly in the building of State railways: 
something has been done, and much 
more is now being undertaken, to im- 
prove port facilities, especially at Val- 
paraiso; and much of the money has 
been used in building up an army 
and navy to insure Chilean leader- 
ship and prestige emong the West 
countries. It is estimated that 
in the thirty years following 1880 the 
total revenue from nitrate duties has 
been more than £60,000,000, while 
with the present rate of production 
and the same tax continued, the next 
twénty-five years ‘will Chile 
nearly £15,000,000.

SENSE OF DIRECTION, 


lack This Mental Attribute, buat 

Have to Follew the Trail. . 

{Indianapolis News:] The “appar- 
ently marvelous way in which iIn- 
dians, Eskimos and other primitive 
people make their way through for- 
ests, snow-covered areas or other re- 
gions, which have little to indicate di- 
rection to white newcomers, has led 
to a widespread belief that they pos- 
sess @ mysterious sixth sense of direc- 
tion. Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the arc- 
tie traveler, who has lived much with 
Eskimos, is vety skeptical about the 
existence of any superiority of sense 
of direction among primitive peoples 
of any kind, and gives strong evi- 
dence from ‘personal experience that 
Eskimos have no such superiority. 
The ability of Indians and others to 
find their way he attributes solely to 
their familiarity with the country. 
through which they are traveling. 
They note many things that they have 
seen before and that have no sig- 
nificance to the stranger in their land. 
White men can and do acquire the 
same ability to find their way when 
they have learned to know.a country. 
When the land ts equally strange to 
the white man and the Indian or Es- 
kimo, the whité man, because of his 
better-developed reasoning power, is 
more likely to have a correct idea of 
direction than the Eskimo. 

In “My Life With the Eskimo,” 
Stefansson tells how, at a time when 
his little party was in great need of 
food, one of his Eskimos, Tannau- 
mirk, came. home late at night and 
caused much rejoicing by telling of 
his success in killing a caribou which 
he had started to pursue early in the 
morning. He was the hero of the hour, 
and recounted his adventures in great 
detail. When he had finished his story 
Stefansson asked him if it was a long 
way to where the meat was and 
whether he had cached it safely. The 
Eekimo'’s answer was that he had 
covered the meat with snow and set 
traps by it and that’ the place Was 4 
long way off. Stefariason volunteered 
to go with him the next morning, but 
Tannaumirk said this would not be 
necessary; if he were to start early in 
the morning he would, without assist- 
ance, be able to get the meat home 
by night. Bright and early the next 
day he was off with sled and dogs, 
but it had long been pitch dark when 
he returned. In answer to questions 
he said that he had been hurried all 
the time; that he had hastily loaded 
the meat on the sled, had set two ad- 
ditional traps by the deerkill, mak- 
ing four altogether, and had come 
right back home. 

The next day about noon after Tan- 
naumirk hati gone off somewhere to 
set fox traps, Stefansson and his com- 
panion, Dr. Anderson, heard some of 
their dogs howling and whining be- 
hind a ridge about half a mile away 
from the camp. The sounds indicated 
that the dogs had been caught in 
traps. As the weather was about 40 
deg. below zero, there was 4 
that the dogs’ paws, if pinched in 
traps, would freeze quickly and ren- 
der the dogs valueless for service. 
Stefansson and Dr. Anderson hastened 
to the rescue. They found four of the 
dogs, as they expected, with their feet 
caught in traps. But what greatly sur- 
prised them was to find these traps 
around the deerkill, which Tannau- 
mirk had taken so many hours to 
reach in his trips back and forth. 
The explanation was that Tannaumirk 
in starting after the deer had followed 
it as it took a circuitous course of 
more than ten miles. After shooting 
the deer he had followed the trai} 
over which he had come and in going 
after its meat he had once more made 
the circuitous trip, covering more 
than twenty miles in a round trip to 
& spot that was less than half a mile 
away. White men, even of slight edu. 
cation, would make allowance for the 
angles of direction and would cut 
across, but Stefansson says that the 
Indians or the Eskimos in his experi- 
ence have no such notion, but in re- 
turning from a point will travel over 
the same route by which they reached 
it unless there are some’ landmarks 


in sight recognized earlier in the day.

Curtous Australian Birds. 

(Christian Science Monitor!] In 
many instances tin the animal kingdom 
of Australia the birds and animals 
are more remarkable for their curious 
appearance than for their beauty. 
Their names, too, are almost as 
curious as their features, for instance, 
“paddy-melon” does not mean a fruit 
as one might suppose but an animal 
something like a small kangaroo. In 
most cases, however, the birds and 
beasts have been left with their 
aboriginal titles, such as kangaroo, 
wallaroo, wallaby, knockaburra and 
mopoke. The mopoke is a queer kind 
of owl, the color of a faded twig, 
which sits out of nights ruminating, 
on one leg, and crying itn a tone of 
dismal despair: “Me-poke, mo-poke.” 
It would be difficult'to find it on the 
move. Relying on its appearance, re- 
sembling the twigs around about, it 
will sit until one is a foot or two 
from it and then slowly move off with 
a heart-rending cry, “mo-poke, mo- 
poke.” 

Almost as queer is the knockaburra, 
or laughing jackass. This Bird is the 
color of a chip and its cries often 
seriously alarm a “new chum.” A 
“new chum” is the name given in 
Australia to fresh arrivais from other 
countries. Sitting on a high tree, the 
laughing jackass will burst into peals 
of laughter. For five or six minutes 
peal after peal of thi@ startling mirth 
will ring through the bush and then 
subside into a low, sarcastic chuckle. 
Then there will be peace for a mo- 
ment until ano*her knockaburra takes 
up the cry from afar and the bush is 
again filled with sound. 

Another curious and very beauti- 
ful bird is the lyre bird, a timid crea- 
ture, whose tall takes just the shape 
of the ancient elthera, or lyre. It is 
a handsome bird although its plumage 
is not brilliant, but it is extremely shy 
and difficult to approach. There are 
several kinds of bower birds, some of 
them having pretty plumage. But 
the bower bird is not satisfied with a 
nest, he must have a drawing-room 
also. So he, with other of his friends, 
builds a bower, adornag it with feath- 
ers, bits of rag, bite of glass, shelis 
or indeed anything bright he can 
pick up. Here they amuse themselves 
all day and at night retire to their 
nests. There have been important 
discoveries of gold made in Australia 
owing to the habit this bird has of 
picking up anything glittering for its 
bower, and bringing nuggets of gold 
to its drawing-room.

ROMANCE ON DESERT. 


OPIES of the new Congressional 
C provisions governing the home- 

stead rights of persons who 
marry while in process of carving out 
homes for themselves on government 
land were received at the local land 
office yesterday. They amount to sub- 
sidizing matrimony on the desert and 
put an alluring premium on double 
harness for entrymen. 

The former law provided that the 
marriage of a homestead entryman 
to a homestead entrywoman, after 
each hase fulfilled the requirements of 
the homestead law for one year next 
preceding such marriage, operated to 
allow but one member of the new 
connubial firm to perfect his or her 
title to the land. It seemed to be the 
idea of the government that each 
family should have a home and that 
the amount of land about it should 
be limited to one of the entries, 
which one depending of course upon 


the availability of the land for home 
purposes, its location, access to water, 


the new law changes all that.

AVING THE SAWD | 

When the lumber is nailed into the 
house it represents only 35 per cent. of the 
tree from which it was taken. The Lowell 
(Mass.) Courter-Citizen says that the forest 
experts in the Department of Agriculture 
have been following the tree through its 
various processes from the time it is cut for 
use until it is finished lumber. They re- 
port that in the logging process 13 per cent. 
of the standing tree ts left in the stumps 
and tops; waste at the saw mill reduces 
the remaining 87 per cent. to 44. Seasoning 
reduces this to 42; the finished lumber has 
yecome 39, and waate in the sawing of 
boards for the house makes the final per 
‘cent. 35. 

To obtain a greater return from the tree 
the government urges more attention to the 
by-products. Tops, bark, slabs and edgings 
can be made into charoocal, turpentine, tan- 
nic acid, wood alcohol, acetate of lime, pulp 
and paper; while the sawdust will yield 
wood alcohol. 

The United States, long a prodigal nation 
in the use of its natural wealth, has of re- 
cent years begun to give serious attention 
to conservation in many forms, and the 
scrap heaps and sawdust piles of past gen- 
erations will furnish many new industries 
for the generations now entering the indus- 
trial field. 


EADISM RUN RIOT. 

In a version of Othello, lately revived 
for a London theatrical manager, all the 
soliloquies and asides have been struck 
out. This in deference to the modern rage 
for stage realism. | 

Yet no drama acted under artificial cofdi- 
tions can be more real than its setting. As 
long as the sentiments are genuine and the 
human nature human,in the dialogue and 
action, the soliloquy and aside are no more 
artificial than the wings, the footlights, the 
curtain ahd the proscenium. 

‘There ought to be a protest raised against 
the mangling of masterpieces. You have 
as much right to see into the mind of a 


character when he is alone on the stage 


as you have to see into the room where he 
is seated. The soliloquy is only another 
fourth wall removed for the purpose of stage 
representation. 

Some of Shakespeare's finest passages 
are in the soliloquies. Other old favorite 
plays would be ruined without them. Is 
Lady Macbeth to walk in her sleep and be 
as silent as a figure on the screen? Is 
Hamlet's soliloquy to be cut? Would this 
content an audience who had seeh the orig- 
imal? Is the stage telephone—the realist's 
refuge—any improvement on the soliloquy? 

The objection to the soliloquy is part of 
the pose of the present artistic faddists, as 
foolish as the freaks of futurism, as crack- 
brained as the drunken geometry of the 
cubists. So in the interest of realism, the 
uptodate Hamlet will assume an attitude 
of deep meditation, while the words of the 
famous. soliloquy are flung on a screen at 
the back of the stage. “To such base uses 
may we come, Horatio.” In trying by these 
methods to make a play more natural, we 
simply succeed in emphasizing its artificial 
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surely is destitute of political sagacity, if 
not of common sense.

Apparently the first effect of the in- 
come tax is to dispel some delusions as to 
wealth.

In the aggregate the tax they are to pay 
fdils off some $24,000,000 from expectation. 
The treasury experts must have made & 
blunder running into billions in appraising 
their incomes. 

There is nothing really astonishing about 
this. The experts had no real basis for 
their estimate. It was all guesswork, and 
when we consider the state of inflated im- 
agination which has pervaded the whole 
income tax movement, from its initiation 
to the present day, nothing is more natural 
than that the guessing should have been 
done on a widely distended scale. 

Recent deaths of wealthy men—Mr. Wey- 
erhacuser, the so<alled “lumber king,” is an

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COMING OF A WORLD-POLICING 
. FEDERATION. 

The tendency toward a world combina- 
tion for the mutual protection and advan- 
tage of the nations is evinced in a quiet 
federation effected among the smaller coun- 
tries of Europe, as a protection against the 
ambitions—real or imaginary—of the big 
European powers. Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium and Switzerland 
are entering into a defensive coalition un- 
der an agreement to act as a unit in resist- 
ing any attempt to interfere with their po- 
litical independence, or the occupation by 
force of their respective territories. They 
are forming an alliance to keep modern 
boundaries intact on the continent of Ew 
rope. If Greece and the Balkan states can 
be persuaded to join with them a force 
will have been created to effectually hold 
in check the ambitions of the greater 
powers. 

The citizens of this country can scarcely 
conceive of the weight borne in the form 
ef military taxes by the masses of Europe. 
Militarism long ago evolved into an extrav- 
agant form of patriotic frenzy, especially 
, France and Austria. 
The people are crushed by taxes, the mést 
of it contributed to armies which produce 


nothing but a certain mirage of safety, and 


navies which produce nothing but a chi- 
merical pride in the government that main- 
tains them—and at the end of a few years 
the navies are turned into junk. ; 

But, under present conditions, both the 
armies and the navies are necessary, abso- 
lutely essential to the independence and 
safety of nations. They are safer with a 
large army and a large navy than they 
would be with a smaller military force. 


But they are not so safe as they would be 
‘if all the navies and the armies were com- 


bined for mutual protection and. for police 


duties, for the preservation of peace and |' 


order throughout the world. 

This military madness must end. It may 
end in a titanic war in which the conquer 
or will effectually dispose of the rivalry now 
driving each nation to further expense and 
extravagance. It may end in an alliance 
for the abolition of the military policies of 
the various countries and for the combina- 
tion of the navies and armies under an 
agreement that wil] nullify rivalry and in- 
crease security. 7 

Eventually, we believe the nations of the 
world will gladly and wisely be gathered 
under a world-policing combination. The 
states of Germany are under a government 
that is found more beneficial than the con- 
dition of a few generations ago when they 
were fighting among themselves; the states 
of Italy are united solidly, and there was 
once a time when many of them were de- 


_ structive enemies. The States of our Union 


furnish another concrete example of the 
benefit and prosperity that comes with co- 
alition. 

It was no more conceivable at one time 
that Lombardy and Sicily should be com- 


bined harmoniously in one government than- 


it now is that France and England may 
one day be parties in a confederacy of na- 
tions for preserving peace; it is not more 


rash to predict that Germany, Belgium, Hol- 


land, and even thd United States, may 
eventually come under a world-policing con- 
federation voluntarily and co-ordinate with 
other nations than it once was to predict 
that Bavaria, Saxony, Prussia and Bruns- 
wick would combine for mutual protection 
and efficiency in government. The enmity 
between the German and the French is not 
more bitter than was that which existed 
between the Northern and Southern States 
in this country fifty years ago. 


OOLISH LAWS, 

Somebody once sald that the best way 
to secure the repeal of a bad law is to en- 
force it. But if it is very bad it cannot .e¢, 
or at least will not be, enforced, for juries 
and judges cannot be coerced into finding 
or mending verdicts of guilty, and 
the mplesoent operations of a Dad law will 
seldom be invoked. 

This truth is illustrated by the fate which
